that of Saxonie, had the beginning in the time of Otho the third Emperour, aboutthe yeere 
of Grace, g85. At what timetheſcauen Eleors were ordained at Quedlingbwrye. 

(4) Otto the Sonne of Lewes Nuke of Bavarie, or rather Boiaria, marryed Agnes Daugh- 
ter and Heire of Henry, Count Palatine of the Kh5ne, inthe yeere 1215. (as ſaith Awent;- 
»4) which was the firſt vniting of theſe noble Houſes. Bawaria was ſometime a great King- 
dome lying one part ypon Hungary , the ſecond vpon the Adriatique-Sea , the third ypon 
Franconia, Out of this Family haue many worthy Emperouts deſcended, ina manner, 
by continuall ſuccefſionzynto.our times; The Cote or Armes of Bawaria or Boiaria is Ma- 
ſculy Argenrand Azure, which had the beginning (as is verily ſuppoſed) at the ſametime 
when Chrix»s, Duke of the Boy or Bawarians, tooke the Capitoll of Rome, whoſe Souldicrs 
had their Caflockes wrought of the ſame manner and forme, which Yirgil (whoſe penne 
wrote nothing in vaine) teſtifieth inthe eight Booke of his An:idos, reporting they were 
ſured Sagw'is virgatis : which kinde (ſaith Diodors) were interſtintta, & cvloribus variegata 
in teftellatam ſpeciem. | 

(5) The third and middlemoſt, borne by the Palatine, was onely white, till the time of 
Charles the fift,ywvho beſtowed thePall, or Mound,for the charge vpon Fredericktheſecond, 
Count Palatine, in regard itis his office to deliuer itinto his hand at his Coronation, lt is 


called in Greeke, UNOU , (Cedrenes) and he thatbare it, UyNoÞIe0C, (Glycas) and was 
vlually borne by the Grecian Emperours. Concerning the Fable, how theforme of it was

Royall Marriage. 


HE procceding was from the Priuic- 
Py $&zy Chamber through the Preſence , and 
FAS Guard-Chamber ,  ouer the Tarras, 
FI through the new-built Roome, downe 
into the vtter Court : where , from the 
Gare all along,vp againe to the great Chamber-dore, 
wasa foote-pace made about fixe foote high, and rai- 
ledin on eyther ſide, vp againe to the great Chamber- 
dore, and ſo by the way leading tothe Cloſer, they 
went downe into the Chappell , where the Marriage 
was (olemnized. | 
The order of the proceeding was thus : Firſt, came 
the Palſgraue,attended by divers Noble-men,Knights, 
and Gentlemen, as well Engliſh as Strangers; himſelfe 
apparrelled all in white, being Cloath of filuer. 
Then-came the Bride , apparrelled alfo in white ,

And her Traine borne by eight or nine Zaayes of Ho- 
nor : after whom followed theQueenes Maieſtie,witha 
great number of Ladies and Gentlewomen,
